BRITISH       The  Chairman  briefly  outlined  the  history  of 
GROUP .     the  British  Group  which  came  into  being  in  June  1935, 
Professor  J.  E.  Church,  the  President  of  the  Inter- 
national Snow  Commission,  having  invited  him  to 
procure  English  members  for  the  Commission.   The 
Chairman  stated  that  it  had  always  been  his  view 
that,  in  addition  to  its  international  duties  as 
part  of  one  of  the  Commissions  of  the  International 
Association  of  Hydrology  (which  was  one  of  the 
divisions  of  the  International  Union  of  Geodesy  and 
Geophysics),  the  Group  should  have  a  national  function 
in  stimulating  interest  in  and  assisting  snow  study  in 
this  country. 

This  domestic  aim  had  the  full  approval  of 
Professor  Church  and  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Association  of  Hydrology.
